Secret Negotiations to Settle Strike

Cleveland, Oct. 25—Sec ret negotia­ 
tions preliminary to peace overtures 
in the proposed railway strike are 
under way, it is reported. 
This has 
been denied by the brotherhoods, but 
reports persist under the surface. 
It is reported negotiations began be­ 
tween the railway labor board and 
railway executives immediately after 
the failure of the board-union con­ 
ference in Chicago, which failed to ef­ 
fect a settlement. 
One version has been that the broth­ 
erhoods accept the July wage cut and 
that the others be postponed; that . 
working conditions and shop rules pre­ 
viously in effect be retained. 
A so­ 
lution is expected that will give peace 
with honor to all concerned, including 
the railway labor board. 


STREETCAR SERVICE 
IN DES MOINES WILL 
BE RESTORED TODAY

The new franchise provides for a 
sliding fare beginning at s cents and 
decreasing as earnings of the compline 
Inc rease.

Secretary of 
the Treasury Andrew Mellon today ap 
proved and signed regulations provid­ 
ing for the manufacture and sale of 
beer for medicinal purposes. The reg­ 
ulation has been held up for months 
pending action by congress on the WU- 
lis-t’ampbell beer bill. Secretary Mel­ 
lon came to the conclusion that his de­ 
partment has no longer the right to 
withhold regulations that were requir­ 
ed by existing law, it was stated. 
New Rules nu Beer 
The new rules cover » omprehensive- 
ly the use of beer, wines and spiritu­ 
ous liquors as medicines. The amount 
of beer a physician may prescribe at 
one time for the use of tile same per­ 
son is limited to 2*2 gallons, the equi­ 
valent of a case, hut no arbitrary lim­ 
it is placed upon the number of such 
prescriptions a physician may write or 
the same person may obtain within a 
given period. 
Two quarts of wine was the limit 
put upon a single prescription for that 
beverage, but otherwise Hie reguia 
lions are tile same as for beer. 
.Spirituous liquors are limited to one 
pint within any IO days and alcohol 
for external use was limited to a pint 
to the same person at one time, 
Eilling Prescriptions 
Prescriptions for these medicines 
may be filled only by a licenced phar­ 
macist who is also a retail druggist, 
or a licensed pharmacist in the employ 
of a retail druggist. 
Prescriptions are not refillable and 
the regulations declare that a phar­ 
macist “should refuse to fill any pre­ 
scription for liquor if lie has any rea­ 
son to believe that physician* are pre­ 
scribing for other than medical uses 
or that a patient is securing through 
one or more physicians quantities of 
intoxicating liquor in excess of the 
amount nec essary for medic Inal pur­ 
poses." 
Prest rI|*t Ion Kegu Int ion 
In connection with the issuance of 
prescriptions the regulations add: 
“No presc ription may be issued for 
a greater quantity of intoxic a ting li­ 
quor than is necessary for use as a 
medicine by a person for whom pre­ 
scribed iii the treatment of an ail­ 
ment from which 
such 
patient 
is 
known by the physic jail to be suffer­ 
ing."

At the same time the board form­ 
ally announced that “there was great 
hope for sdtling the strike," and that 
ult of the 1,400 union men and the 165 
rail heads summoned must attend ev­ 
ery session. 
Tile board hired the Col­ 
iseum, scene of many great gatherings, 
for the hearing which will be open to 
(lie public. 
From the lubor side came announce­ 
ments that the 15,000 signalmen will 
not he authorized to strike, thus limit­ 
ing the prospective strikes to 475,000 
trainmen, conductors, switchmen, en­ 
gineers, firemen and telegraphers and 
increasing to about a million and a 
half tin; number of men whose leaders 
have pledged them not to walk out.

was to hit him with something hard, 
and Improvement In weapons had all 
been made with that assumption in 
mind.

IRWIN’S LECTURE ON 
“THE NEXT WAR’’ 


It would he a new experience for 
Brainerd people to stand In line to 
secure tickets to a lecture, and the 
experience was no 
doubt 
somewhat 
unique in Minneapolis, hut that was 
what happended at 
the 
Auditorium 
last Tuesday evening, when the fa­ 
mous Ace of war correspondents told 
what, in his opinion, would happen in 
the next war. 
The lecture was under 
the auspices of the League of Women 
Voters in convention assembled, and 
there was no vacant seat visible in 
the whole auditorium. 
For nearly two 
hours, Mr. Irwin marshalled facts to 
prove that the next war would he the 
last because it would literally wipe 
out civilization. 
He was not flowery, 
lie was not oratorical, and he didn't 
try to he funny, but he held the close 
attention of his audience because his 
facts were more startling than fiction, 
his authority for the “inside Informa­ 
tion” he disclosed was unquestioned, 
and his cumulative evidence was over­ 
whelming. 
At the close of his lec­ 
ture, he received an ovation which, 
in the theatre, would have been a c u r ­ 
tain call.

Mr. Irwin’s line of argument was as 
follows: 
Before the dawn of civiliza­ 
tion, It was customary to kill all ca p ­ 
tives—men women and children. 
But, 
as men began lo realize 
that 
this 
would 
eventually mean annihilation 
for the race, women and children be­ 
gan to he spared and. gradually, the 
Innocent bystander—neutrals. Finally, 
St the second Hague Conference, a 
Code of war was drawn up, protecting 
the rights of neutrals, forbidding the 
siege of a city without notice, forbid 
the «*** of certain bullets, the sink­ 
ing Af ffosplfat ships, the dropping of 
bombs on non-combatants, 
etc. 
etc. 
“The great war was not a week old." 
said Mr. Irwin, “ when this code was 
a mere ‘scrap of paper’,” Neutral t e r ­ 
ritory was Invaded, Germany dropped 
bomb* on Paris killing Innocent chil­ 
dren and harmless civilians, amil Eng 
land replied with a blockade 
a vir­ 
tual siege 
of all Germany without no­ 
tice. 
And so the violations of the code 
of civilized warfare went on until 
the close, every provision had been 
violated save only the one forbidding 
the killing of prisoners and lf the war 
hat continued much longer Germany 
had become much hungrier, he felt 
sure that this would not have stunt 
Sn, at the beginning of the twentieth 
century, warfare was as barbaric as 
before the dawn of civilization and a 
thousand times more deadly. 


With 
apologies 
to 
his 
military 
friends, he said the military mind was 
not an Inventive mind. Every improve­ 
ment on the modern battleship was 
the invention of a civilian, save only 
those of the guns and the guns were 
t H^ vrudeftt tliings on the gilly. 
For 


centuries the military mind had as­ 
sumed that the only way to kill a man 
was to hit him with something hard, 
and improvement in weapons had all 
been made with that assumption in 
mind. 


But as soon as the nations get their 
scientific minds to work on the prob­ 
lem, as in the last war, they discov­ 
ered new' wholesale methods of pin­ 
ing the enemy out of business. 
He 
then described the first gas attack— 
the slow rising of a beautiful, i r i ­ 
descent cloud above the enemy’s lines 
that a gentle breeze wafted toward the 
French lines. 
This unknown weapon, 
with its terrible and deadly suffoca­ 
tion, caused a panic in the French di­ 
vision, the line broke, and a general 
ront was prevented only by the b ra­ 
very and presence of mind 
of 
the 
brawny Canadians. But for them, Ger­ 
many would have won the war that 
day. 
The gas mask protected against this 
gas hut when the Armistice was signed 
We had a gas that no gas mask would 
protect against, that would kill every 
living thing It touched 
animal br veg­ 
etable. 
Although civilians 
dbl 
not 
know the secrets of Its composition, no 
doubt the war chemists of 
all 
the 
great nations did. 
He said that since 
that time an even more penetrating 
poison gas had been discovered that 
was odorless and colorless and against 
which no defense could be conceived. 
Airplanes, In the last war, could not 
direc t their bombs. 
It was a common 
Joke that the safest thing was to find 
out what they were aiming at and 
then go to that spot. 
But since the 
war, wireless direction of airships h 
been perfected. 
It was an open secret 
among military authorities that an 
airship could lie sent anywhere the 
wlresless operator desired 
within a 
radius of five hundred miles. 
It could 
simply he filled with gas bombs and 
exploded over the enemy’s capital. He 
prophesied that the next war would 
not he declared, hut would he begun 
In this way, thus cutting off the enemy 
from his base of supplies at once. 
War chemists were also working on

pliances to illu strate how radium is 
applied. 
The exhib it was so valuabl 
intrin sically that a

man w as on duty day and n ig h t to 
prevent theft.

An effort is b ein g made to bring 
about, as near as that may he advis­ 
able as w ell as possible, a u niform ity 
in the law s of different states rela t­ 
in g to taxation of m ines and m iner­ 
als. 
The Congress has a staff of tax 
experts at work on this subject and 
is m ak in g a stron g effort to obtain 
fair and equitable m ethods of tax*- 
tion in place of the illogical and hap­ 
hazard m ethods in vogue 
in 
m any 
states. 
It is not intended to inter­ 
fere In state m atters that appear as 
local problems, except to give 
s u c h 
assistan ce or inform ation as m ay be 
desired from tim e to time. 
The com plaint baa 
alw ays 
been 
that m in in g en gin eers have not delv 
ed enough in polities and th er efo r1 
the country h as been denied the ben 
eflt of the con stru ctive g en iu s that 
the men of that 
profession 
usually 
possess. 
The work of the Congress 
is largely of a legisla tive character 
but not strongly political, except p r- 
hapg in a national way. 
In all re­ 
spects the Congress is truly a typical 
representative or spokesm an of th 
m in in g industry, and its accom plish­ 
m en ts and Influence have been great 
J ta m eetin gs have become 
an 
ex­ 
ch a n g e where m in in g men can swap 
experiences and inform ation. 
T he annual banquet w as made rn 
table by adresses by Dr. E F. Smith 
professor of chem istry at Cornell Un 
iveristy and P resident of the Anteri 
can C hem ical Society, and Chas.

FEWER TIRE SIZES 


Automobile Enginers Have Decided 
to Use Fewer Sizes of Tires 


and Rims 


Automobile engineers have decided 
to use fewer sizes of tires and rims 
as original equipment on passenger 
cars in the future. 
The reduction in 
the number of sizes will result in de 
creased costs to the tire and automc- 
bile manufacturers, to the dealer and 
to the automobile uesr. as less money 
will be tied up in machinery and fin­ 
ished products. 
The sizes which will not he used 
in future production are the 32x3*4. 
33x4 and 33x4*4 inch rim sizes and 
32x3*4, 33x4 and 33x4*4inch regu­ 
lar and 33x4, 34x4*4 and 34x5 Inch 
oversize tires. 
The 
30t4 Vi 
Inch 
straight-side rim and 3l-4-inch over­ 
size straight-side tire. which have not 
been considered standard sizes in the 
past, wil be used in the future. 
Au­ 
tomobile engineers have by this ac­ 
tion limited themselves to the use 
of five lim sizes and nine tire sizes 
for passenger cars and the same num­ 
ber for motor trucks. 
The action outlined above has been 
taken by the S. A. E. Tire and Rim 
Committee, memheis of which repn- 
seitt the Rubber Association of Am*»r- 
and of the automobile engineers in­ 
terested. its final approval Is assur­ 
ed.
